diseases. Shall another troublo-maker 
be added to the list or shall the "pre- 
ventative ounce'*, be applied? Uncie 
Sam's Federal Horticultural 
BoarJ 


has pronounced the case a serious on 
caused by the war fungus which wa 
imported some years ago. The .little 
fungus parasite causing this disease, 
even though ever so small, can aiu 
does dictate; potatoes cannot 
form 


their normal tubers when intetferrei 
with by Chrysophlyctis endobiotica— 
the terrible name of the wart produc 
er. 


The disease was discovered last 


September in Luzerne County, Pemi 
sylvania, where now the pest seenn 


Commissioner, to be permanently established. It u 


possible—yes, highly probable—that 
the wart occurs elsewhere in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Evidence shows that wart was un- 


questionably introduced into this coun- 
ts y from abroad during the heav; 
importations of potatoes whicii took 
place during 1912 and previous year?. 
We have learned, for example, that 
one large firm in New York Citj im- 
ported nearly 1,000,000 bagt, of Euro- 
pean potatoes in the spring of 191 J. 
These were distributed all over the 
eastern half of the country. All thi« 
occurred before the embargo of 1912 
became effective. It is impossible to 
trace every shipment but we kno\v 
that scarcely a city east of the Mis- 
sissippi river was overlooked. Thou- 
sands of these bags of potatoes weic 
for eating purposes, but what became 
of every spud and every peeling is un- 
answerable. We can safely bet that 
the garbage received the peelings and 
eventually, if they contained the wai t 
fungus, the soil became contaminated. 
Then, too, some of these potatoes, a'- 
though purchased for eating purposes, 
must have gone into the garden as 
seed. What did you do with yours 1 


It go happens that farmers did not 


ray any of this stock, so they are thus 
far exempted, we believe, but one can- 
not safely assume that war has net 
already crept from your garden to the 
•wonderful potato fields nearby. 


The disease Is easily recognized at 


digging time, rough, spongy out- 
growths occurring, especially at tna 
eyes. These warts are whitish or 
ight brown at first but become dark 
and decayed with age. The wart out- 
growths vary in size, often as largs 
as a black walnut. The potato vines 
do not show the effect or presence of 
the disease. Very few if any potatoes 
are 
developed by badly 
diseased 


)lants. 


The Federal Board of Horticulture 


hrough the Plant Disease Survey ut 
Washington, D. C., are co-operating 
with the Pennsylvania State College 
and a number of agencies and indi- 
viduals throughout the state in a con- 
ceral effort to discover whether war: 
occurs elsewhere than in Luzerno 
county. Pennsylvania is most impoii- 
ant in this work and a highly organ- 
ized campaign is now under way to 
determine whether wart exists in oth- 
er counties of the state. AJl plai.t 
pathologists and botanists are on the. 
watch for this disease. Every _cemcv 
possible will be enlisted to help 
the potato disease. At digging tin « 
gardens in certain regions will bt 
searcbed for wart, but obviously not 
all gardens in any one city, much less 
all cities, can be inspected.

BILLBOARDS HIT BY DECISIL 


By Ruling of Supreme Court They 


May Be Barred From Resi- 


dence Districts. 


The power granted cities by ths 


United States Supreme court to elimi- 
nate billboards altogether in the resi- 
dential districts is hailed with appro- 
bation by the American Civic associa- 
tion in a bulletin which it devotes'to 
the billboard evil. The decision which 
protects the millions of dollars invest- 
ed in homes and civic improvements 
was rendered in the case of the Cnsack 
company against Chicago. 


The Civic association, in the strong- 


est language, urges communities to 
protect themselves from the intrusions 
of billboards in the residence districts. 
It 
calls the billboards "eyesores," 


which depreciate property values. 


Los Angeles already has taken ad- 


vantage of the power given it by the 
Supreme court to car billboards froin 
ail parts of the city except business 
districts. 
Whether a block is in n 


business district is determined by the 
written consent "of the owners of 06 
per cent of the property in the block 
and the tw'o adjoining blocks. 


So it will take the permission of the 


owners of two:thirds of the frontage 
in three blocks to erect billboards 
along one block. 


The billboards may be banished at 


nny time upon the request of- the 
owners of 35 per cent of the frontage.

heavy odds in the form of pests and 
diseases. Shall another troublo-maker 
be added to the list or shall the "pre- 
ventative ounce'*, be applied? Uncie 
Sam's Federal Horticultural 
BoarJ 


has pronounced the case a serious on 
caused by the war fungus which wa 
imported some years ago. The .little 
fungus parasite causing this disease, 
even though ever so small, can aiu 
does dictate; potatoes cannot 
form 


their normal tubers when intetferrei 
with by Chrysophlyctis endobiotica— 
the terrible name of the wart produc 
er. 


The disease was discovered last 


September in Luzerne County, Pemi 
sylvania, where now the pest seenn 


Commissioner, to be permanently established. It u 


possible—yes, highly probable—that 
the wart occurs elsewhere in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Evidence shows that wart was un- 


questionably introduced into this coun- 
ts y from abroad during the heav; 
importations of potatoes whicii took 
place during 1912 and previous year?. 
We have learned, for example, that 
one large firm in New York Citj im- 
ported nearly 1,000,000 bagt, of Euro- 
pean potatoes in the spring of 191 J. 
These were distributed all over the 
eastern half of the country. All thi« 
occurred before the embargo of 1912 
became effective. It is impossible to 
trace every shipment but we kno\v 
that scarcely a city east of the Mis- 
sissippi river was overlooked. Thou- 
sands of these bags of potatoes weic 
for eating purposes, but what became 
of every spud and every peeling is un- 
answerable. We can safely bet that 
the garbage received the peelings and 
eventually, if they contained the wai t 
fungus, the soil became contaminated. 
Then, too, some of these potatoes, a'- 
though purchased for eating purposes, 
must have gone into the garden as 
seed. What did you do with yours 1 


It go happens that farmers did not 


ray any of this stock, so they are thus 
far exempted, we believe, but one can- 
not safely assume that war has net 
already crept from your garden to the 
•wonderful potato fields nearby. 


The disease Is easily recognized at 


digging time, rough, spongy out- 
growths occurring, especially at tna 
eyes. These warts are whitish or 
ight brown at first but become dark 
and decayed with age. The wart out- 
growths vary in size, often as largs 
as a black walnut. The potato vines 
do not show the effect or presence of 
the disease. Very few if any potatoes 
are 
developed by badly 
diseased 


)lants. 


The Federal Board of Horticulture 


hrough the Plant Disease Survey ut 
Washington, D. C., are co-operating 
with the Pennsylvania State College 
and a number of agencies and indi- 
viduals throughout the state in a con- 
ceral effort to discover whether war: 
occurs elsewhere than in Luzerno 
county. Pennsylvania is most impoii- 
ant in this work and a highly organ- 
ized campaign is now under way to 
determine whether wart exists in oth- 
er counties of the state. AJl plai.t 
pathologists and botanists are on the. 
watch for this disease. Every _cemcv 
possible will be enlisted to help 
the potato disease. At digging tin « 
gardens in certain regions will bt 
searcbed for wart, but obviously not 
all gardens in any one city, much less 
all cities, can be inspected.

BILLBOARDS HIT BY DECISIL 


By Ruling of Supreme Court They 


May Be Barred From Resi- 


dence Districts. 


The power granted cities by ths 


United States Supreme court to elimi- 
nate billboards altogether in the resi- 
dential districts is hailed with appro- 
bation by the American Civic associa- 
tion in a bulletin which it devotes'to 
the billboard evil. The decision which 
protects the millions of dollars invest- 
ed in homes and civic improvements 
was rendered in the case of the Cnsack 
company against Chicago. 


The Civic association, in the strong- 


est language, urges communities to 
protect themselves from the intrusions 
of billboards in the residence districts. 
It 
calls the billboards "eyesores," 


which depreciate property values. 


Los Angeles already has taken ad- 


vantage of the power given it by the 
Supreme court to car billboards froin 
ail parts of the city except business 
districts. 
Whether a block is in n 


business district is determined by the 
written consent "of the owners of 06 
per cent of the property in the block 
and the tw'o adjoining blocks. 


So it will take the permission of the 


owners of two:thirds of the frontage 
in three blocks to erect billboards 
along one block. 


The billboards may be banished at 


nny time upon the request of- the 
owners of 35 per cent of the frontage.
